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A Few  Hints  About  Tree 
Planting. 

Set  stake  where  the  trees  are  to  stand.  Make  the  rows  straight.  The 
orchard  will  look  better,  and  the  trees  will  be  easier  to  care  for. 

Dig  the  holes  deeper  and  wider  than  the  spread  of  the  roots. 

When  trees  are  received,  open  the  boxes  or  bales  and  heel  the  trees  in 
a shady  place.  Dig  ont  a trench  straight  down  on  one  side,  sloping  out  to 
the  ground  level  on  the  other,  and  deep  enough  to  hold  the  roots  of  the  trees. 
Place  the  trees  in  the  trench  side  by  side,  cover  the  roots  with  earth  and  pack 
well  around  them. 

Trees  should  not  be  left  long,  and  are  best  heeled  in  only  during  the 
time  of  planting.  Do  not  allow  roots  of  the  plants  to  he  exposed  to  the  sun 
or  loind  at  any  time.  Keep  them  covered. 

Prune  off  broken  roots  and  cut  back  the  tops,  if  they  have  not  already 
been  cut  back.  Trees  will  start  off  much  better  if  well  pruned  at  time  of 
planting. 

Set  trees  at  the  same  depth  they  stood  in  the  nursery  rows  below  the 
surface.  The  earth-marks  on  the  collar  can  be  taken  as  a guide.  Use  top 
soil  for  filling  in  the  holes.  Pack  the  earth  tight  around  the  roots.  A pound 
of  good  commercial  fertilizer  throuoghly  mixed  in  the  earth  with  which  the 
holes  are  filled  can  be  used  to  good  advantage. 

If  soil  is  dry,  water  may  be  used  to  advantage — a bucketful  or  more. 
Apply  the  water  when  the  hole  is  three-quarters  filled  in.  When  the  water 
has  sunk  away,  fill  in  the  remainder  of  the  hole  with  earth,  pack  well  and 
rake  the  surface,  to  leave  the  earth  loose  on  top. 

Citrus  trees  planted  early  should  be  banked  with  clean,  dry  soil  about 
the  buds,  to  protect  them  against  cold.  In  dry  weather  it  is  an  excellent 
plan  to  bank  the  trees  with  soil.  They  will  grow  off  better.

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Citrus  Fruits. 

The  Trifoliata  has,  during  the  past  few  years,  attracted  much  attention 
from  orange  growers,  particularly  in  the  South,  from  Florida  to  Texas.  Its 
value  as  a stock  for  other  citrus  varieties,  as  well  as  for  hedging,  has  been 
substantially  determined.  It  is  the  hardiest  of  all  Citrus,  hence  varieties 
grafted  on  it  are  able  to  endure  more  cold  than  those  grafted  on  other  stock. 

It  is  a native  of  Japan,  where  it  grows  wild.  The  Japanese  long  ago 
used  it  for  stock  for  other  Citrus.  It  is  deciduous,  has  dark,  glossy,  green 
trifoliate  leaves,  and  is  heavily  studded  with  thorns.  It  bears  3^oung,  in 
four  to  six  years,  from  the  seed,  but  its  fruit  is  inedible.  It  is  generally 
regarded  as  a rather  small  tree,  and  varieties  grafted  to  it  do  not  attain  a 
very  great  height. 

Orange  trees  grafted  to  Trifolata  stock  usually  attain  a height  of  10  to 
12  to  15  feet,  and  measure  about  three  to  four  inches  in  diameter. 

There  is  no  tree  of  the  Citrus  family  that  can  stand  more  neglect,  more 
exposure  to  extremes  of  temperature,  or  the  excesses  of  moisture  and  dryness, 
heat  and  cold,  as  well  as  the  Citrus  Trifoliata.  It  is  hardy  as  far  North  as 
New  York  City.  It  is  absolutely  frost-proof.

Of  the  many  horticnltnral  products  which  are  adapted  to  onr  Sonth- 
land,  the  Pecan  is  attracting  the  greatest  attention,  both  from  the  small 
planter  and  the  capitalist. 

The  Pecan  ISTiits  at  present  found  on  the  general  market  are  from  the 
wild  trees  growing  in  Louisiana  and  the  Mississippi  Valley,  and  are,  for 
the  most  part,  small  and  of  inferior  quality.  The  trees  that  are  being  so 
extensively  planted  in  the  South  are  of  greatly  improved  varieties  and  yield 
nuts  far  superior  to  the  ordinary  Pecan.  The  nuts  are  large,  thin-shelled, 
and  filled  with  meat  surpassing  in  flavor  and  quality  that  of  any  other  nuts. 
There  are  comparatively  few  of  these  fine  varieties,  and  these  have  been 
secured  from  careful  selection  of  the  best,  obtained  from  a great  many  trees 
grown  from  selected  seed. 

Out  of  the  vast  number  of  bearing  grafted  trees  in  existence  there  are 
perhaps  not  more  than  twenty-five  that  are  considered  of  sufficient  merit 
to  warrant  propagation.  Of  these,  it  may  be  safely  said,  not  more  than  a 
dozen  are  worthy  of  extensive  planting.  The  perfect  variety  is  yet  to  be 
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Cluster  of  Grafted  Pecans, 
which  retail  at  $i.oo  per  pound. 

discovered  or  introduced  by  the  plant-breeder.  However,  there  are  a number 
of  varieties  which  are  recognized  as  standards,  and  one  can  safely  plant 
these,  knowing  the  fruit  will  always  find  a market  at  fancy  prices. 

THE  PECAX  AEEA  embraces,  in  general,  that  section  of  the  United 
States  lying  south  of  the  36th  parallel.  It  is  true  that  trees  are  found 
north  of  this,  but  for  extensive  planting  a more  southern  location  is  recom- 
mended. Little  attempt  has  been  made  to  grow  the  Pecan  on  the  Pacific 
coast,  yet,  unquestionably,  there  are  areas  in  this  section  where  Pecan  pro- 
duction is  feasible. 

AS  AX  IXVESTMEXT,  Pecan  culture  offers  greater  attractions  than 
any  line  of  horticulture.  The  outlay  per  acre  is  not  great,  crops  are  sure, 
easily  harvested,  and  may  be  gathered  and  marketed  at  leisure,  when  prices 
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are  favorable,  because,  unlike  most  fruits,  Pecans  jfre  not  immediately 
perishable.  The  land  between  the  trees  can  be  used  for  growing  ordinary 
crops  until  the  trees  come  into  profitable  bearing,  thus  greatly  reducing  the 
cost  of  the  grove.  With  good  management  it  is  possible  thus  to  secure  a 
grove  in  addition  to  other  profits.  After  the  trees  come  into  bearing  the 
cost  of  maintenance  is  much  less  than  for  other  fruits. 

THE  FEUITING  AGE  of  a Pecan  tree  depends  on  var'ehg  character 
of  soil,  and  the  care  given.  Where  proper  conditions  prevail,  a budded  or 
grafted  tree  should  bear  the  fifth  season  after  planting.  Some  of  our  trees 
fruited  the  third  season  from  planting,  but  such  conditions  cannot  be 
expected  on  a large  scale.  Under  favorable  conditions,  profitable  returns 
are  to  be  had  at  eight  years  from  planting. 

THE  YIELD  for  the  first  three  years  after  beginning  to  bear  will  vary 
from  a few  nuts  to  several  pounds  per  tree.  This  is  a matter  that  largely 
depends  upon  the  planter.  At  the  time  of  writing  this,  the  trees  are  loaded 
with  fruit,  and  many  3^oung  grafted  trees  give  promise  of  excelling  some 
of  the  most  liberal  estimates  made.  At  least  half  of  our  nine-year-  trees 
are  set  with  fruit,  although  they  have  been  severely  cut  for  budwood  each 
season.  Trees  planted  upon  good  soil,  properly  fertilized  and  cared  for,  may 
be  expected  to  produce  15  to  25  pounds  at  nine  to  eleven  years  from  plant- 
ing. This  is  a low  estimate,  but  we  prefer  to  under-estimate  rather  than 
over-estimate  the  yield.  The  rate  of  increase  after  bearing  is  rapid.  From 
a Frotcher  tree  planted  nine  years  Ave  gathered  14  pounds,  that  sold  at  $1.00 
per  pound.  A number  of  six-year  trees  produced  a pound  each.  A seedling 
tree  in  this  locality,  UAmity-three  years  of  age,  produced  over  600  pounds  in 
one  season,  and  the  same  tree  yielded  1,400  pounds  in  three  years,  or  a 
return  of  more  than  $280.  Our  seedling  trees  pay  our  taxes  every  year. 

THE  PEICE  OF  PECANS  has  been  steadily  advancing  for  a number 
of  years.  Ordinary  Pecans  brought  from  15  to  25  cents,  while  the  fine 
varieties  brought  from  50  to  75  cents.  We  feel  confident  that  a first-class 
nut  will  always  find  a ready  market  and  will  not  sell  at  less  than  50  cents 
per  pound  wholesale. 

THE  VALUE  OF  GEAFTED  or  budden  trees,  as  compared  with 
seedlings,  is  so  well  known  at  this  time  that  reference  to  this  is  hardly  neees- 
sarv.  HoAveA^er,  we  will  say  that  time  has  proved  that  there  is  so  much 
uncertainty  as  to  the  time  of  bearing  and  the  character  of  nuts  of  seedling 
trees,  that  no  one  can  well  afford  to  plant  them.  As  to  which  is  the  more 
desirable,  budded  or  grafted  trees,  there  has  been  some  difference  of  opinion. 
We  have  giA^en  this  matter  mcuh  study,  and  find  in  some  particulars  a 
budded  tree  is  preferable,  while  in  other  features  a grafted  tree  is  to  be 
preferred.  From  careful  observation,  Ave  consider  one  just  as  desirable  as 
another,  if  good  trees  of  each  class  are  used. 

AS  A FINAL  SUGGESTION,  let  us  say,  plant  the  very  best  tree  you 
can  afford.  Yon  are  planting  not  only  for  yourself,  but  for  future  gener- 
ations, since  a Pecan  tree  AAdll  stand  for  a century  or  more.  If  a good  tree 
is  planted  it  Avill  stand  as  a monument  to  the  planter’s  forethought  and 
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judgment.  If  an  inferior  or  stunted  tree  is  planted  and  neglected,  it  will 
occupy  good  space  for  years,  and  perhaps  then  succumb  to  the  ravages  of 
its  foes  without  ever  being  of  any  benefit.  We  do  not  claim  to  be  the  only 
ones  sending  out  good  Pecan  trees,  but  we  do  claim  to  send  only  such  as 
have  been  grafted  to  best  varieties  obtainable,  and  whose  results  we  know  are 
bound  to  suit.  We  offer  only  the  best  budded  and  grafted  trees.
